for an installment of the State school 
tax withheld in 1887, and authorizes 
the comptroller to apportion the in- 
stallment known as the April install- 
ment for 1888, being the apportion- 
ment made to that county on the 15th 
of March in each year. Delegate 
Friend, who introduced the bill, ex- 
plained that Garrett county was not 
asking for an appropriation, but the 
apportionment that was already due 
the county.

Propagating and Protecting Fish. 

Fish W. De- 
lawder and FE, W. llumphreys make 
an elaborate report for the year ended 
December 51, They say their 
principal work is in the propagation 
of shad, rock, perch and herring 
though brook trout and German carp 
arelargely hatched and freely dis- 
tributed throughout the State.

Legislature Notes, 


In the House a bill has been intro- 
duced to reimburse Garrett county 
for an installment of the State school 
tax withheld in 1887, and authorizes 
the comptroller to apportion the in- 
stallment known as the April install- 
ment for 1888, being the apportion- 
ment made to that county on the 15th 
of March in each year. Delegate 
Friend, who introduced the bill, ex- 
plained that Garrett county was not 
asking for an appropriation, but the 
apportionment that was already due 
the county. Garrett county, he said 
had paid her proportion of the State 
achool tax into the State treasury, 
and was entitled to her share of the 
school fund. The county, he said, 
was poor on account of having built} 
her courthouse, jail and new school | 
buildings had become involved, and 
was unable to keep her schools open 
seyen and a-half months, as required 
by law.

EDITOR REPUBLICAN: of

The Grand Army Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 2.—Senator 
Dayis, from the Pension Committee, 
to-day reported favorable a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Manderson, (and 
known as the Grand Army bill,) to 
pension ex-soldiers and sailors who 
are incapacitated from manual labor, 


relatives of deceased soldiers, The 
bill has the same objects in view that 
were contemplated by what was 
known as the Dependent Pension 
bill, vetoed by the President during | 
last Congress, It is belleved, how- 
ever, that the new bill, by the more 
explicit manner in which its purpose 
is stated, obviates the principal ob- 


jJections raised in the President's 
yeto. The bill has the unanimous 
endorsement of the Pension Com- 
mittee, 

The first section of the bill declares

They differ, however, 
in the language by which they define 
the degree of disability which shall 
eutitisa person to pension. On this 
poiat the new bill reads: ‘Disabil- 
ity which totally incapacitates them 
for the performance of manuel labor;”’ | 
whilethe lauguage of the vetoed bill 
read : “dlisability which incapacitated 
them for performance of labor in such 
a degreeas to render them unable to 
earn a8 tpport, and who are depen- 
dent on their daily labor for sup- 
port.”” The new bill also limits its 
provisions tw those who served in the 
late reboilion, whereas the vetoed 
bill extended to soldiers of any war 
in which the United States was en- 
gaged. The bill further differs from 
the yetoed bill in the addition see- 
tion granting pension to the widow, 
or minor children under eighteen | 
years Uf age; or, in case there is no! 
widow or minor children, to a de- | 
pendent mother or father, without 
regard to the cause of death the 
pensioner. The section also increases 
the pension af minor children from 
$2 to $ per month, and declares that

Board of all appointing power and 
conferring it upon the Governor 
Here is a violation of the home rule 
principle that no one, and especially 
a Democrat, should for a moment en- 
tertain or justify. The transference 
of so exclusive a county appointmen 
as this to the Governor, who, not re- 


siding there, cannot be expected t 
know the people of the county, and 
must in the appointment be more or 
less directed by a few, or it may be 
by a coterie of intrigueing poll 
cians, and who it may be in this in- 
stance, are engaged in getting this 
change so as to put some fayorite in 
place. 

So, also, is there a like bill to take 
from the Judges their present power 
of appointment of School Commis 
sioners for the county and give this 
appointment to the Governor, There 
is no doubt but that this movement 
is inspired by sume persons not sat- 
isfied with some appointments made 
by the School Cemmissioners, and 
who in such a change may get the 
chance of putting themselyes or fu- 
yorites in place. 

The Governor, of course, cannot be 
expected to know personally the 
gentlemen recommended for these 
places and must, more or less, depend 
upon the few who may be interested 
in these appointments. The whole 
tendency of these changes is the con- 
centration of power and patronage in 
the hands of one man. Then itis ex- 
pected by the persons engineering 
these changes that the appointments 
will be madetosuitthem, It is said 
that these are local matters that 
should be controlled by the local del- 
egates, But not 40 —these are changes 
affecting an entire system, If these 
changes are needful for one county, 
why ‘not for all the counties? and 
hence haye a general change. We 
have general systems for the collee- 
tion of taxes and for the government 
of schools, and these local changes 
should not be allowed to interrupt 
the systems.

The Sunday Cyclone, 

Mr. VERNON, ILL., Feb, 20.—The 
cyclone that yisited this city yester- 
day afternoon at five o’clock destroy- 
ed nearly three hundred residences 
and places of business and unhoused 
from twelve to fifteen hundred people.

work. Since then he has written 
very little, saye the occassional 
‘“*Nasby”’ letters that haye appeared 


and a few special articles, chiefly on 
prohibition, He became convinced 
that prohibition must be the final 
solution of the liquor question, and 
for six yeass has strongly advocated 
itin his paper, but always through 
non-partisan methods. He remained 
faithful to his Republican ideas and 
deprecated any attempt to build up 
a seperate prohibition party. Con- 
sumption was inherited, it being In 
his mother’s family, and seyeral 
brothers and sisters dying of it. Its 
approach was very slow, and it was 


not till last November that he was 
confined to the house. His literary 
labors and newspaper were very 
profitable and his latter years he! 
was largely interested in building 
and manufacturing in Toledo. His 


fortue is estimated at a million dol- 
lars, exclusive of the Blade, He was 
married while at Plymouth to Miss 
Martha Bodine, with their 
three sons, all grown to manhood, 
survives him.

Is More Positive. 

New York, Feb. To-day’s 
World prints a three-column inter- 
view with Mr. Blaine, which has 
been cabled from Florence by Mr. T. 
C. Crawford, for time the 
World’s correspondent at Washing- 
ton, now in Europe. Mr. Blaine, in 
the course of a long conyersation, 
distinctly asserted that under no cir- 
cumstances would he allow his name 
to be used in connection with the 
next Presidential nomination. He 
insists on the sincerity of his with- 
drawal, and asserts that he had made 
up his mind IIe 
considers, first, that any nan whose 
name has been associated with a de- 
feat in a Presidential campaign owes 
it to his party not to allow himself 
to be renominated, and, secondly, he 
is unequal to facing the fatigues, 
worry and excitement of another 
canvass, all the more as he would 
feel himself bound to work as hard 
as on previous occasions. 


Mrs. Blaine and the other mem- 
bere of his family are most emphatic 
in their approyal of his withdrawal, 
which is neither hasty ‘nor recent in 
ita decision, Mr. Blaine will not re- 
turn from Europe until June, and 
not until after the Republican Con- 
vention. He declines to express him- 
self on the subject of the Republican 
candidates now in the field, but as- 
serts that he did not retire in fayor 
of any particular one of them. He 
is convinced of a Republican yictory, 
basing his conviction in particular on 
the tariff question. When Mr. Blaine 
was asked the direct question, 
whether he would, under any cir- 
cumstances, permit his name to be 
used again as a candidate, he replied 
in the most emphatic negative, but 
then added:

But many 
think it will give full relief, and that 
impression gaye hopefulness to the 
slack market for one day. Lower 
prices immediately followed, how- 
ever. 

‘he western railroad wars and 
strikes continued to disturb busi- 
ness, Because of a cut by the Cana- 
dian lines, the eastern trunk roads 
announced a reduction of ten per 
cent on east and westbound rates, 


March Sth, and efforts to settle the 
western war were defeated on Thurs- 


day by the St. Paul. Only a partial 
revival of traffic on the Burlington 
& Quincy has been attained. At pre- 
vailing rates business is not so profit- 
ible that the company is impatient. 
While the earnings of railroads con- 
tinue to show that a large quantity 
of freight for the season is in motion, 
the rates are dropping and expenses 
on many lines are increasing, the 
Penisyivania lias ad yanced Wapee 
on the western lines ten per cent, 
An important cause of uncertainty 
in many branches of trade is the 
movement to change the tariff. 
Whether the proposed changes are 
deemed desirable or not, those who 
think them probable are for that 
reason moyed to defer business op- 
erations. rhe bill submitted on

lustries and branches of trade that 
individual opinions, favorable or un- 
favorable to it, must cousiderably in- 
fluence transactions while it remains 
pending. It comes at a ume when, 
for other reasons, there is hesita- 
tion in most of the branches chiefly 
concerned, and Increases that hesita- 
tion. Itisa characteristic of many 
trades at present, that purchases and 
operations are, for one reason and 
onother, limited to present necessi- 
ties, 

In the boot and shoe trade, which 
is otherwise exceptionally satisface 
tory, there are some sach indications 
as to women’s and children’s goods ; 
in the cottons the recent signs of 
halting may be attributed to unusu- 
ally large dealings in the past; in the 
sugar and other trades the operations 
of trusts and combinations cause un- 
certainty. The coal business, since 
the strikes began to collapse, have 
been mourked by only hand to mouth 
dealings, in doubt as to the future 
output, 

The prices of wool are steady, with 
Ohio NX at 32c, and buyers haye 
been operating with some freedom, 
but any advance has been resisted, 
ind the effects of the proposal to 
change the duties are not yet seen, 
A Jarge failure in the luniber and salt 
interests in Michigan, following the 
remarkable shrinkage in the demand 
for iron ore, indicates that the pros- 
pect in that region is not wholly un+ 
clouded, Elsewhere the iron trade 
is hesitating with somewhat lower 
prices at Pittsburgh, while Youngs- 
town works resolve to close unless 
better railroad rates enable them to 
meet Southern competition, In the 
Kxust the supply increases while or- 
ders halt. 

No unfavorabie indications appear 
in reports of trade or of collections 
in any partof the country. Money 
is everywhere comparatively easy, 
though at Boston and other import- 
aut points it is felt that a revival of 
business activity would soon be fol- 
lowed by some pressure, 

Southern trade is clearly improv- 
ing, and there are signs of renewed 
real estate activity at some Western 
points,

A protest signed by leading Demo- 
crats in Garrett county, and petitions 
signed by hundreds of the best citi- 
zens of the county, irrespective of 
party, have been addressed to the 
Legislature, requesting that the pres- 
ent local-option law of Garrett be not 
repealed, as has been proposed.

The Garrett county treasurer bill, 
providing for the appointment of the 
county treasurer by the Governor, 
was read for the third time. Mr. 
Stake moved to strike out the enact- 
ing clause. He said he regretted that 
a sense of duty compelled him to op- 
pose the bill; that he was compelled 
in the closing hours of the Senate to 
jovade what is termed senatorial 
courtesy, the obligation of which he 
felt as strongly as any Senator. Mr.

The gentle- 
men who desired the passage of the 
bill were informed that it could 
passed if they ‘“‘would put up two 
hundred and fifty dollars,’’ They 
declined the offer—and the bill was 
killed, 

In the second case given by Mr. 
Rogers, “the opponents of the bill 
contributed five hundred dollars, and 
putitin the hands of a Baltimore 
lawyer. He went to Annapolis and 
throttled the measure in the commit- 
tee.”’

purchase of yotes as far as practicable, 
not a single complaint was made as 
|to any defect in the election law 
itself; everything is so secured by 
that law that even when the judges 
are bad or corrupt they cannot com- 
mit frauds. It is now that the effort 
there to get the voter into the polling 
room without any ballot and when 
he approached the glass urn on the 
yoting table the ticket or tickets are 
to be presented to him printed by 
the state, with the names of all the 
candidates on them and where he can 
select his own votes, out of the pres- 
ence of the buyer of votes. 

It is said that the open purchase of 
votes in New York is now the great 
scandal of the elections, and it is to 
prevent or restrain this that all kinds 
of projects are under consideration, 

One of the virtues ascribed by the 
Sun to the merit of the Legislature 
was the reduction in the State tax of 
I} cents. The Sun knows that this 
tax was Imposed to pay the interest 
and the principle of the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum and Maryland Hos- 
pital loans, as required by the Con- 
stitution and the acts creating the 
debts, and that when paid these taxes 
should, as a matter of course, cease. 
| These debts are now paid and no tax 
| therefore could be {levied for any such 
| purpose, 

W hat possible virtue is therein the 
act that would stop the collection of 
a tax from the tax-payer levied spe- 
cifically for the payment of a certain 
debt and the interest, when that debt 
and interest are paid? It was a pub- 
lic duty to stop this tax that even the 
| most hardened Legislator could not 

well refuse to discharge. 

| In fact, by the payment of these 
| two debts the tax of 1} cts. levied to 
pay them ought to have dropped. If 
dropped, the State tax for the present 
year would then be 17 cts. on the 
$100 instead of 18}, as that of last 
year. But the Legislature, in drop- 
ping this tax of 1} cents imposed an 
additional tax of $ cent for Public 
| Schools, so that the School tax is in- 
| creased from 10 to 10} cents, and the 
| whole State tax fixed at 17} cts. 

We may take occasion perhaps to 
notice in detail the conduct of this 
Legislature in doing what should not 
have been done and in omitting to 
do what should have been done. It 
has become self-evident that pre-

class from other cases. He peremp- 
torily declined to pardon a person 
guilty of this offense, and thought it 
sufficiently important to give his 
reasons for it. 

One of the reasons given for the 
Goyvernor’s action was that there was 
no protest against it.

|be published in a newspaper, and 
also in handbills to be posted through- 
ou the county. The treasurer will 
then proceed to advertise and sell 
property to make the taxes. We

A Hit ‘hat Harts, 

No one has hit the Mills tariff bill 
a harder blow from the standpoint of 
the wage earners of this country than 
W. L. Strong, of New York, a man 
of few words but expert in figures. 

Mr, Mills stated in his speech in- 
troducing his bill that the entire pro- 
duction of all kinds of manufactur- 
ing in this country amounted to $7,- 
000,000,000, (a vast sum certainly. 
The statistics show that 20 per cent 
of this immense output is the average 
cost of labor, or, in other words, 20 
cents on every dollar of the seven 
billions is paiu out as wages. 


Now contrast this with the amount 
that would be paid out as wages in 
Germany and England on a similar 
amount of production. In the United 
States we would pay out exactly one 
billion and four hundred million of 
dollars. In Germany they would 
pay out $616,000,000 and in England 
$784,000,000, 

These stubborn facts, says Mr. 
Strong, show the following result: 

We pay in this country $784,000,000 
more to our wage earners than would 
be paid out in Germany to produce 
the same amount of gouds, and $616,- 
000,000 more than would be paid out 
in free trade England for tne same 
amount of product. 

The entire revenue collected by us 
on all importations during the year 
ending June 30, 1887, amounted to 
$217,286,893. If the wage earners 


paid all of this amount (which of 


course they do not) they would have 
a balance of $398,713,893 to their 
ecrediton the English pay roll and 
566,713,167 to their credit on the 
German pay roll, 





The State of Trade. 

New York, April 27.—R. G. Dun 
& Co., in their weekly review of 
trade, say: The situation is unusu- 
aliy confused. Advancing markets 
for stocks and for grain contradict 
each other. The Western reports as 
tothe probable crops are more defi- 


nitely unfavoraable. The reports of 


business transacted are by no means 
uniformly favorable.

How to Plant Trees, 


It is always better to plant small 
trees than large ones, They are more 
easily and cheaply moved, recover 
sooner and grow more rapidly. A 


- ' 
transplanted tree two or three feet | lo 


high will soon overtake and surpass | 
a much larger one, and will grow in- | 
to a more yigorous and beautiful 
specimen. A vast amount of money 
and a great deal of time is wasted 
every year in trying to transplant 
large trees. It is no essential in dig- 
ging up trees to preserve a large ball 
of earth about the roots. A yery 
heavy mass of earth often breaks the 
ten jer roots, and is, therefore, a dan- 
ger rather than an advantage to the 
tree, It is essential, bowever, to 
preserve as many of the small feed- 
ing roots as possible, and care must 
be taken in digging a tree not to un- 
necessarily break or mutilate them, 
All broken roots should be carefully 
cut away witha sharp knife before 
the tree is replanted. Care must be 
taken not to expose the roots to the 
drying influence of the sun and wind, 
They should be covered, as soon as 
the tree is dug, with a piece of cloth 
or matting, or they may be dipped 
in wet mud until they become thor- 
oughly coated, The secret of suc- 
cessful transplanting is to have the 
soll brought Into close and immediate 
contact with the roots. It is better, | 
therefore, to plant dry and not in 

wet, rainy weather. The coating of 
mud not only protects the roots from | 
drying but helps the earth thrown 

about toadhere more closely. Two 

men are required to plant @& tree, 

The hole should twice the width 


yf and the hottam 





be 
of the mass of roots, 
should be worked fine with a spade. 
One man should then hold the tree 
erect, with its roots carefully spread 
out ia all directions in the hole, while 
the second man should break the soil 
taken from the hole, so as to make it | 
ns fine as possible, and then let it full 


from the spade down upon the roots, 





while the first man should lift the 
tree gently up and down that the fine 
earth may penatrate and fill all cavi- 
ties about the roots, When the hole | 
is pearly filled in this way the earth 

should be pressed down with the foot, 

beginning at the outside of the hole| 
aod working in toward the stem of 
the tree. The hole may then be filled 
and the soil rammed down solid, Tall | 
trees should be carefully and securely 
staked as soon as plunted. The oper- 
ation is then finished. It is not un- | 
common to see water being poured 
into the hole while it is being filled 
up. This practice does harm rather 
than good, as it washes the fine soil | 
away from close contact with the| 
roots. 


Tramps in Saxony. 

Writing from his consulate at Anna- 
berg, Germany, Mr. George B. Good- 
win says: Saxony has found a satis- | 
factory way of dealing with tramps. | 
In every town and village there is | 
at least one lodging and eating house | 
for the tramp or other person who 
seeks food and lodging, and has little | 
or no money to pay for the same. 
The station and all its appurtenances 
are the property of the town, and are 
controlled by the town authorities. 
A person who applies at the station 
for food or shelter, or both, and has | 
money with which to pay for the 
same, secures all that he needs, of | 
common but wholesome quality, for | 
a very moderate but fixed price, 

If he be a respectable man, seeking 
work, that fact will be manifest, and 
he will be eared for during the days 
or weeks he may wish to remain. If, 
he has no money, be he a professional 
tramp or mot, he is set to work in the 
yard cracking stones or splitting 
wood, for which work he is allowed | 
fifteen pfennings per hour; if, then, | 
he works four hours per day, be earns | 
sixty pfennings, or fifteen cents, and 
this sum will supply supper, lodging | 
and breakfast. 

No bill of fare will be laid before 
him from which to choose a soup, a 
roast, a side dish and dessert, and he 
will find no mosquito netting over | 
his bed and no shams over his pil- 
tows ; but for his four hours’ work he 
will get a supper consisting of a 
“chunk” of bread, that tastes better 
than it looks, a dipper of coffee that 
will at least warm him up a bit and 
stimulate the system, and perhaps a 
piece of oleomargarine ; he will geta 
bunk tosieep in, liberally provided 
with warm coverings, and as clean a 
one as can be expeeted in a lodging- 
house of this kind, For breakfast he 
will get about the same as he had for 
supper, and with perhaps the Saxon | 
imitation of an Irish stew. The 
station is self-supporting. 

As a result of this system, the roads 
of Saxony are the finest in the world. | 
They are as hard and white as a 
hound’s tooth. Every country road 
is wade with the same care as a city | 
street. One may drive mile after 
mile in any direction from Annaberg | 
and pass over beautiful roads, hard 
and smooth, nota loose stone to be 
seen, oot a wheel rut and no debris 
of any kind. The roads on both sides 
efe flanked by beautiful shade trees.
